In 
the regiment he remained a year, after 
which he was placed in the regimental 
band.

IN NEPTUNE'S GARDEN. 


Beautiful Flowering Animals Which 


Live Beneath the Sea. 


The sea anemone is one of the com- 


monest of flowering animals. 
It ia 


found clinging to rocks in sheltered 
places along shore in practacally every 
part of the world, for it is not con- 
fined to any special region. It grows 
only in comparatively shallow water, 
tnat is, in depths of less xnan five hun- 
dred fathoms, although tbece is one 
species that lives in. the open sea. but 
wherever found It is essentiality the 
same in structure. It is a tough, leath- 
ery tube, spread out below into a 
"base" that fastens it to rock or other 
foundation, and expanding above Into 
the flowerlike "disc" with, tie mouth 
in the center. All around the opening 
of the mouth are curling tentacles, 
not unlike the petals of a, -modern 
chrysanthemum. Some varieties arc 
ailmost or entirely colorless, while in 
some others the tentacles are gorgeous- 
ly tinted, ami rival the fjowens in 6he 
field; but m all lurks death ia a cer- 
tain and horr'ble form. Watch some 
ittle creature touch the curving arms, 
andi they will be seen to curl inward 
and wrap the intruder in their folds 
as they push it toward the mouth. 
The inner sides of the tentacles are 
covered by poison glands that sttog 
he prey to insensibility or death, and 
jo stop the struggles that might prove 
lisastrous to the anemone. When the 
mouth as reached, the 
captive 
Is 


pushed into the hollow interior, and 
the anemone shuts up into a red- 
dish-brown ball until its 'meal is di- 
;ested, when it spreads its fatal beau- 
ties for another victim. 
Another great fomily of flowering ani- 
mals is that incuding the "sea cucum-> 
bers," very plentiful in the shallow 
waters of Pearl Harbor. These ani- 
mals have long flattened bodies of a 
dark color that ranges from brown 
x» reddish purple and their most ac- 
tive movement is a slow 
creeping 


along the bottom. At one end is the 
month, surrounded by the petal-like 
tentacles that push into it the mud1 
and sand on which 
the organism 
lives. The mud of tihe bottom is filled 
with tiny beings that realfly furnish 
the food, but it appears to subsist on 
the inorganic mud itself. The imost 
curious thing about the "cucumber" 
is that it takes; lodgers in a way. It 
has a large cavity within its [body 
that is filled with water, and into this 
cavity a little fish called1 the fieras- 
fer works its way, and then lives 
wdtihin 'the helpless host. It is not -a 
'parasite., for,it-tea ve&, its .lodgings to 
seek fopd,)butf it merely lodges In the 
holothurian for shelter, as the pow- 
er of stinging that sea cucumbers pos- 
sess to a high degree renders them 
fairly safe from 
molestation. 
The 


little lodgers do jnot seek to do any 
harm to their landlord, except when 
several take quarters tin the same 
one, and) then they may inflict fatal 
damage by overcrowding. -

The Michigan station, while advising 


fariter planting, has stated that straw- 
fcerrit* may be Mrt \\3th good reuults 
as late a* tli* middle of Sejrteiulx-r in 
that latitude unless autumn drought 
should check the plants.

tome of the more insistent ones will 
quote instances of plants set in July 
that bore fruit the following season. 
Bo they will; but the plants will not 
make runners to amount to much, and 
for every plant that is to bear fruit 
next year one must be set out. And if 
the setting is too late to make runners 
and thus multiply the plants it is just 
as well to trait till September, and if 
there are abundance of good, strong 
plants handy a fairly good yield of 
fruit may be hod next year and the 
bed be brought Into fine condition for 
the next year by doing this way: 


Any time the latter part of August or 


even in September or October prepare 
the ground well, mark the rows three 
and a half feet apart for small patches; 
secure plants of this year's growth, set 
totce ten or twelve plants about live 
Inches apart for a ppace of twenty 
Inches, planting on each side of center 
of row, then leaving a apace of, say, 
twelve inches, place one good plant In 
center. This is not to bear 'fruit, but 
fot propagating runners next year. In 
the figure the plants at A are for run- 
ners, B for fruit. Cultivate plants A 
after fruiting is over, cut out pluuts B 
and let the remaining plants produce 
the matted row. Be sure to plant at 
least one row in three of stamina tes 
such as Lovett, Gaudy, Brandywine. 
Michel's Early. Tho other rows may 
be of the perfect flowering kinds, ns 
Haverland, Warfleld, Bubach, Crescent 
and many others. 


ENSILAGE CUTTING. 


Filling SUo With a. Blower—When 


Cora III pen* Too Soon. 


Two years ago we became one of the 


first to experiment with a real blower 
for filling the silo, says an Ohio Farmer 
porrespondent, aud then we "blowed 
things up," Not only the fodder, but the 
fan nearly went with It on two occa- 
sions. We did lots of cutting. Lost 
year we got-a more nearly perfected 
machine and a ten horsepower traction 
engine, with which we filled eight silos, 
•till having a share of breakage and 
delay, yet etlll in hope of ultimate suc- 
cess. 


The manufacturers would aHk what 


we call reul success. We demimd a 
cutter aud elevator that will take bun- 
dles of fourteen foot corn on UH travel- 
ing feed and deposit the finished ilrhd- 
uct In the silo at the rate of fifteen tons 
to the hour without from cue to throe 
feeders skinning tliplr hands and crip- 
pling their backs to force big curs Into 
choked roll* or Htraighten and pnuk the 
bundles even and thin on feed chain. 
When one ton of fodder is devourod In 
two minutes. It looks us If our demandu 
were being met, but we ask how long 
this pace will continue. 


I'*or several years we Imve used the 


corn binder, one at the loading and 
unloading and one at the fending. Our 
force last year consisted of four teiini- 
eters, one man with harvester, three 
pickup* and two or three «t th« box. 
The pust two seasoiiH we have had no 
one lu the Bllo.

As a matter of 
course, in cities with pared streets aud 
in country localities, wbere Laid roads 
bare been constructed and In those 
parts of the country where steep bills 
are met with the services of the horse- 
Bhoer cannot be dispensed with. But If 
a <• ".a draft animaL has good sound 
hoofs and Is expected to do bis work 
on tiie farm and pull loads ou the ordi- 
nary dirt roads, which are the rulfc 
throughout the yest and northwest. It 
is best that he never be shod. In the 
first place the horse's hoof is a delicate 
piece of mechanism, which should not 
be tampered with by any one who does 
not understand it and not then without 
very good reason. Horseshoeing la a 
trade in itself and one that Is not 
learned In a day, but there are country 
blacksmiths who could not be con- 
vinced that they did not know all 
about the subject, although they could 
.not give you the first Idea about the 
structure of the horse's foot 
These 


are the men who will slap a redbot 
shoe on a horse's foot and let it burn 
until it levels off the bottom of the 
foot and renders the hoof brittle and 
likely to break off. They are also tho 
men who Interfere with nature's ar- 
rangements by trimming off the Inside 
of the foot, thus laying the foundation 
for a bad foot The farmer who Is so 
situated as to be compelled, to have his 
horses shod would do well to go con- 
siderably farther to have bis work 
done by a good shoer rather than have 
his horses' hoofs butchered up by an 
Incompetent bungler. 


Panel-arcs. 


"We are frequently asked the best 


treatment to pursue for nail wounds in 
the foot of a horse, says an exchange. 
Whenthe nail has been removed, follow 
the puncture through the sole or frog 
to the soft tissues, then fill the cavity 
with a solution made of equal parts of 
gum camphor and carbolic acid and 
pack with cotton. This 
treatment 


should be repented daily until recovery 
is complete. Where this treatment is 
promptly and properly carried out nail 
wounds in the foot of the horse rarely 
result In abscess and suppuration. 
Whore abscess of the foot has occurred 
remove all loose born and drcse with 
cotton saturated with the solution 
given. The cotton should be held in 
place by a bandage around the foot 


Tb» International. 


The managers of the International 


Hv» stock exposition, which is to be 
held In Chicago the first week In De- 
cember, are working energetically. The 
few unsatisfactory rules of last year 
have been modified, thus removing 
these causes of dissatisfaction. Beef 
cattle associations are putting more 
prize money into the fat stock division 
and less into the breeding section. The 
compulsory slaughter test Is abolished. 
Exhibitors of breeding hogs can make 
but two entries for ouch class, and 
these must be of a hl'ih order. Thus 
this wonderfully successful exposition, 
with but two shows to Its credit, will 
be greater than ever. Success with the 
excellent management* is assured.— 
American Agriculturist 


The common impression that the goat 


Is free from all the diseases to which 
sheep are subject la wholly wrong. The 
goat is closely related to the sheep and 
has all the parasites to which the fam- 
ily Is generally subject and some oth- 
ers in addition. It thus suffers froui 
this class of disease very seriously 
when neglected, although It Is mora 
easily relieved than n sheep on account 
of the more open and less oily fleece. 
They also suffer from foot rot, having 
feet of the same character as those of 
tho sheop. This is due to the existence 
of a secretory or excretory gland In the 
foot between the toes, known as the 
liitcrunRulated gland, which secretes a 
Hpeclai lubricating substance by which 
the foot Joints are k*pt free from In- 
Jury. It is almost entire Ignorance of 
thin formation of the foot of thr sheep 
»nd jtont as well which makes tha ani- 
mal so subject to that serious disease, 
the foot rot. which Is simply an Infiawi- 
motion due to friction of tho parts, 
bareness following »,nd blood poison 
due to infictlon by filth, so that tho 
goat must be managed with duo regard 
to this disability and watchud as care- 
fully SK sheep arc to avoid trouble. 


For skin poraslUs tho sarn* remedies 


twt to bs us«d as for sheep, but as th«y 
are moro Mslly reached It Is only nec- 
essary to wash or gran so th« skin wltti 
some disinfecting liquid, as a common 
shpcp dip or a preparation of tobacco 
stooped in boiling hot wattr, but not 
boiled, or to gronsa tbo animal with 
ntiy oily matter strongly scanted with 
carbolic ncld. In fact, goat* aro to b« 
treated In all respects as sheep are tn 
roKiird to sanitary mnttora. For th« 
foot rot, wash and cleanse tho sores and 
then apply carbolaUd vssellu* or any 
antiseptic preparation which a drug- 
glut will mak* for yon.—Country Osn* 
tlotnan.

The range for beef cattle 
L; looming each year more restricted. 
The prices of finished beef cattle are 
comparatively high and are likely to 
remain at a high figure for some y&ru 
to come. That the almost phenomenal 
records that have been made at some 
periods during the present year will be 
maintained Is not to be expected, but if 
a reliable statistics are correct the pro- 
duction of beef cattle bas not kept 
pace with the growth of population 
throughout the country. 


The average record for years does 


not show auy very great variation 
from one year to another of the 
amount of meat consumed per capita. 
though the prosperity of the country 
may naturally be expected to affect to 
some extent the demand for high 
priced meats. 


Texas and the territories have been 


great breeding grounds for many 
years; but, owing to the Increasing de- 
mand for land and the enactment of 
new land laws, the co\v men who have 
had great herds on the range are now 
looking to northern states for pastur- 
age, and the beef production of the 
southwest, if It is to be maintained In 
the years to come, must be largely con- 
fined to the farming sections. The high 
price of cottonseed meal and bulls Is 
causing the men -who usually feed 
thousands of head of cattle for market 
to hesitate about making contracts for 
big bunches of feeders this year, and 
In the course of time, when farmers 
fully understand and practice the prin- 
ciples of feeding cattle on the farms, it 
is probable that feeding nt the' oil mills 
•will be almost if not entirely done 
away with. The farmer who feeds on 
his own ground not only secures a 
market as high priced meat for corn 
and forage he produces, but the ma- 
nurial return to bis land is of such 
great value that he has an advantage 
that cannot be overcome by the man 
who finishes cattle at the oil mills.

Spaying; Heifer*. 


The West Texas Stockman, taking 


up the line or argument advanced in 
Farm and Rauch relative to spaying to 
prevent overstocking of the ranges, 
Bays: "A spayed heifer makes Just 
about ns good beef as her brother. It 
Is an easy matter to convert the sur- 
plus heifers on every rauch into good 
beef animals at a moderate cost and 
with trivial danger of loss. Bearing 
this fact in mind, the ranchmen In 
much of the territory above the line 
have already taken steps to convert a 
large per cent of their crop of heifers 
this year Into beef animals, aud those 
located below the lino should adopt 
the same procedure. Among the num- 
ber of leading ranchmen In this sec- 
tion who haro cither spayed their heif- 
ers or arranged to do so are: The Spur 
Cattle company, about 8,000 head; the 
Llano. Land and Cattle company, all 
tho helfnrs dropped on the ranch this 
season; Hudson Ac Schultz, 500 head; 
W. O. Brennand. 400 head; A. B. Rob- 
ertson. a big string on the H ranch, 
and numbers of others. It is probable 
that tha number spayed In this section 
of tho state will reach the steer and 
sell right alongside of him In all the 
markets of the country, close on to 25,- 
000 head, nnd that the number taken 
oft tho ranu'e as stock cattle and sent 
to the block leaaona tho danger of over- 
stocking Just thnt much."

MILK AND CREAM.

Helling milk by measure alone la un- 


just to the producer as •ueli as tbe 
consumer. While the fallacy of ihl» 
system U apparent to a few, the ma- 
jority of people seein to thfuk tnat 
"milk is milk" and that one quart IB 
worth as much as another as long as it 
is sweet, according to W. J. Kraser of 
the Illinois station. 
And Professor 


Kraser further jsays as to this matter: 


City or state standards, where they 


exist, make tbe sale of milk coining 
direct from some individual cows that 
give milk low iu fat unlawful, while it 
is in reality good, wholesome milk and 
a perfectly legitimate product when 
sold at Its proper price. But, what is 
eren worse, this system prevents the 
man who produces rich milk from get- 
ting the price he should, according to 
its food value and cost of production. 
Milk containing: a nigh per cent of fat 
Is not only worth more for food, but it 
costs more to produce tban milk con 
talning a low per cent of fat, and tb« 
price should be governed by its com- 
position and food value and not by Its 
bulk. 


Before there was a ready means of 


determining tbe composition of milk 
these difficulties could not well be 
overcome, nnd providing citystandards 
•was about all that could be done. But 
since the invention of the Babcoek 
test by Dr. Babcock of the Wisconsin 
station, by this test and lactometer 
and at slight expense and trouble It Is 
n&w a simple matter to determine ac- 
curately the amount of fat and solids 
not fat In any milk. 


Hovr to Standardize. 


Since fat in milk is the most varia. 


ble constituent, the other solids remain- 
ing fairly constant, standardizing milk 
is a comparatively simple matter. AH 
that is necessary is to add or remove 
a certain amount of butter fat, which 
Is easily done by means of the centrif- 
ugal separator or by letting the cream 
rise by gravity. While it is true that 
milk from individual cows varies 
somewhat from day to day, the mixed 
milk of a herd that is milked nt regu- 
lar times each day will be practically 
constant for that herd, because all of 
the cows will not test high or low 
on the same day. By testing the milk 
of a herd occasionally the per cent ol 
fat in the milk may be known at all 
times with reasonable accuracy, to- 
gether with the amount of skimmilk 
that should be added or removed tc 
bring it to the proper standard. If 
the separator does good, work and the 
amount of milk handled is small sc 
that It does not warrant testing every 
day, it may be run very close to the 
desired per cent of fat by testing once 
a week, so as to be sure that it is ufc 
to the required standard. "Where thi 
quantity of milk handled is large it 
Is more economical to run tests fre- 
quently nnd keep the fat at exactly 
the desired per cent. Even if the per 
cent of fat varies but slightly it makes 
a great difference in profit in the course 
of the year in a large business. 


The only apparatus necessary to 


standardize milk is a cream separator 
and a milk test. For dairymen han- 
dling but a small amount of milk the 
same results may be accomplished by 
setting the milk: for a time and skim 
ming off the cream. In this case alv 
that is necessary is a Babcock test 
In this work skimrnilk containing 
no fat must be added or removed. II 
the skimmilk used contains fat, prop 
er allowance must be made accordin> 
to the amount of fat contained or the 
results will obviously be different 
Water cannot be used to dilute the 
milk or the per cent of solids not fat 
will be reduced.

Tbe Dairyman's Interest. 


A law compelling a man to stand 


ardize the milk and cream he sells 
would result in Justice to both pro 
ducer and consumer. All dalrymer 
would then receive the legitimate price 
for their product according to its food 
value and cost of production and 
would not be selling 0 per cent milk 
In competition with 3 per cent milk and 
for the same price per quart.

Hew You Can Easily Detect Fradulent 


Stones. 


Any one can teti a genuine diamond 


or precious stone «veu from a very 
clever imitation. There are a tew 
household tests which are praciicall> 
infallible. The diamond expert, after 
long years of experience with gems, 
can dettt-t an imitation, as a rule, at 
a glance. The layman in such matters, 
with a few slmjjle tests, takes more 
time to solve such preblems. but his 
judgment in the end is scarcely Jess 
accurate. 


An imitation diamond is never *o, 


brilliant as a genuine stone. If y&ar 
eye is not experienced enough to de- 
tect the differeneaee a. very siaa-ple 
test is to place the stone under wa-ier. 
The imitation stone is practically ex- 
tinguished, while a genuine diamond 
sparkles under water and is distinctly 
visible. When possible place a genu- 
ine stone beside the possible Imita- 
tion under water and the contrast will 
be apparent to the least experienced 
eyes. 


The glass-cutting test is. of course, 


more or less familiar. It is probably 
the most common. False diamonds are 
usually cut more regularly than the 
genuine atones. In cutting a diamond 
the material is saved as tar as possi- 
ble. In any imitation the material is 
itself worthless, and no attention is 
made to suit the size or angle of ths 
lacets to the form of the stone. It can 


put down as a safe rule that when 


a stone is cut with great evenness and 
regularity it is, to say the Iea«t, a very 
suspicious sign. 


Another very simple andd effective 


test is to place a drop of water on the 
stone and carefully observe the result 
The stone should first be carefully 
cleaned. On- an imitation diamond the 
drop, nowever small, will deliquesce. 
The drop wiW, however, retain its 
arigmal shape on a true stone. To 
coalce the test quite sure use a mag- 
aifying glass when watching the ac- 
tion of the drop. 


Another test is to pass the stone 


over a piece of aluminum. Both thc< 
oaetail and the stcae should be abso- 
lutely free from any traces of grease. 
The metal will give off some of its 
ioior to an imitation1 stone, while a 
genuine diamond; will remain, perfectly 
:lear and unaffected. Among jewelers 
the final test is to apply a drop of 
luohydric acid, to the stone under sus 
oicion. The acid will eat into any 
*aJse diamond, and frost it, while the 
;enuine stones will not be -damaged in 
the slightest degree. 
. )V 
Perhaps the simplest methqd of all 


however, is to examine an ink spot 
y& a sheet of white paper through a 
liainond, by holding the upper surface 
igainst the eye. If.the stone be coun- 
terfeit the black spot will 
appear 


ireatly multiplied, or at least doubted.

')e made absolute.

Cound them, as a rule, vainer than any 
other kind of fowl I have a rather 
interesting brood at my place now, 
and; I have been making a little study 
of the members' of the group. They 
are now only a few days old They 
had not arrived at the pipping stage 
before they began to display what I 
might call a pride in the matter of 
their personal appearance. They be- 
gan to peck at their wings before they 
had throughly dried, and within a few 
hours after they had lett the shell 
They began to shake themselves some- 
what after the fashion of the older 
chickens when they wallow for awhile 
in the dust. 
* 


"Chickens, you know, take a dust 


bath, and. then- flutter their feathers 
and shake themselves in order to get 
rid of the dust. Well, these young- 
sters, before they had been out of the 
egg three hours began, to go through 
these motions They began to fix them- 
selves up, I may say. They seemed 
to know Instinctively that a chicken 
ought to arrange its toilet, just as oth- 
er things }n the broad kingdom of 
life, and so they went about the task. 
The expression, 'As mad as a wet hen/ 
is no doubt due to the hen's displeas- 
ure at having her feathers soiled and 
disarranged by water. What more 
melancholy spectacl-e can one find than 
the proud rooster whose plumage has 
been dampened by a sudden shower? 


"Yes, chickens' are very vain, and 


they ftegin to show s,gns of their van- 
ity early in Ufe, I know of no other 
fowl that begins primping so early In 
life as the chicken, and I suppose my 
experience is about the experience of 
every other man who has had occa- 
sion to observe the conduct of these

To this add the 
yolks of the oggs. theu the whites. 
Add OHO ixmijil of flour, saving from 
this quantity one-third of a cupful to 
dredge the fruit, which is uddt-d later.

of currants, ono pound of citron cut In 
very thin slices nnd ouo pound of tine- 
ly chopped figs. Dredge the raisins. 
figs and currants with flour and add 
to the cake. Butter and flour a large 
round pan nnd into this put a layer of 
the cake mixture. Dredge tbe citron 
with flour and Iny it carefully over tbe 
batter. Cover with tlie remainder of 
the mixture: lay tlie ro&t of the citron 
on top. Cover the pan with a buttered 
paper, tying It down about the rirn: 
then steam for three hours. Afterward 
bake for one aud a balf liours in a 
very slow oven.

migbt be given a caterer for finishing 
touches, or take a private lesson on 
ornamental frosting :it a cooking 
school.
